Hi, 

We  moved  into  the  Echo  Park  neighborhood  (a  block  from  Echo  Park  Lake)  a  little  over  a  year  ago.  Since  then,  the 
amount  of  illegal  vendors  and  the  amount  of  tents  set  up  have  increase  dramatically.  I  know  there  was  a  large  effort  to 
clean  up  the  park  a  couple  years  ago,  and  it  seems  to  be  rapidly  deteriorating.  What  is  the  plan  to  keep  the  park  nice  and 
enjoyable  for  all? 

I’ve  written  in  about  this  before  and  have  not  seen  any  action — it’s  gotten  worse  actually.  The  vendor  lurking  by  the  kids 
playground  are  most  disturbing. 

Where  is  the  enforcement  of  park  rules?  Can  a  park  curfew  be  instituted,  or  a  fence  put  up  around  it?  So  many  other 
parks  in  the  area  (Bellevue,  Silver  Lake)  do  not  have  this  problem.
